‘BUILDING A NAVY. 
Pacitic Coast Shipyards Looming 
U , 


A Washington dispatch refers to the 
presence of Irving M. Scott there in 
connection with bidding for the three 
new cruisers, and possibly for the gun- 
boats as well, and states that Mr. Scott 
says that the securing of the contract 
for the Charleston has given a stimulus 
to the industrial interests of the Pacific 
Coast, and created a healthy sentiment 
in favor of an improved navy. 

Mr. Scott should follow the example 
of legislative assemblies and divide the 
question. While it is admitted that 
the contract secured by the Union Iron 
Works has stimulated industrial inter- 
ests here, it is not true that the senti- 
ment in favor an improved navy was 
created by or is in any wise dependent 
upon that circumstance. California 
was, to a man, in favor of increasing 
our naval force and of building 


armored vessels of war long be- 
fore the Union Works en- 
tered the fleld at all, and 


while the fact of the Charleston's 
being built here may have attracted 
attention to the subject and lent it new 
interest, it is not just to credit the 
birth of the sentiment to any such 
cause. California has been for many 
years in favor of an improved navy, 
because her long stretch of seacoast 
and the commercial importance of her 
chief city imperatively demanded it, 
and not because a part of that new 
navy is to be constructed here. 
Another portion of Mr. Scott's inter- 
view throws a new light, or rather an 
unconsidered light, on the question of 


building vessels of war in San Fran- 
cisco. r. Scott says, very truly, that 
the great element in the cost of ship- 


building is labor, and he points out 
that, owing to our climate. one good 
man can do twice as much work in the 
summer time in San Francisco as in 
the East, and that consequently while 
wages are higher here the employer 
gets more for his money, and that, too, 
with less discomfort to the workman. 


ern yards are blocked up with ice and 
snow, workmen in this city can work in 
comfort in a mild and equable climate. 

It would take but a moment's cal- 
culation to show that every economic 
advantage is in favor of this city as a 
locality for doing the most effective 
labor. The workman is neither broiled 
in the summer nor chilled in the win- 
ter. He is not forced to stop work to 
avoid sunstroke in August, nor to re- 
frain from handling iron and steel in 
December. He can not only work com- 
fortably more days in a year, but there 
are a great number of days when he 
can work with comfort more hours in 
the day. Ile need never lose time here 
for climatie reasons, as he is compelled 
to do elsewhere. In short, the contract 
between the wage-worker and the 
wage-payer can be carried out more 
fully and exactly here than in any 
place where the extremes of heat and 
cold introduce an element of im- 
possibility of performance in the agree-. 
ment. 

There is something strange at first 
sight in the idea of an American navy 
being built on the Paeific Coast, but 
the novelty will soon wear off. and if 
the Uflion Iron Works succeed with 
their present contract, and obtain the 
new ones for which they will bid, their 
success will be but one more proof of 
the entire ability of California to con- 
tend on equal terms with her older 
sisters, and to compete with them on 
ground which they have believed to be 
peculiarly their own.

Returns from the Elections Show 
- ge Gentile Gains. 
Saut LAKE, Aug. 1.—[By the Associated 

Press.] The first general election under 

the Tucker-Edmunds law took place today. 

This law disfranchised women, and pre- 

scribed oaths which many Mormons refused 

to take. In this city the contest in some 
precincts was very close. Bands of music 
paraded the streets, and wagons went scour- 
ing the wards for voters all day.

The Tribune had 
accused Rawlins of being in sympathy with 
the Mormon church. Lannon is well 


known in Nevada and California. Both 
parties received bruises, but nothing seri- 
ous.

LANDS IN SEVERALTY FOR INDIANS. 
The Indian office, with the approval of 


‘the Secretary of the Interior, has prepared 


letters of instruction for the guidance of 
the special agents recently appointed to 
allot lands in severalty to Indians. Special 
Agent Howard, who is assigned to duty on 
the Crow Reservation in Montana, is in- 
structed that allotments to those Indians 
are 1 by the treat or agree. 
ment approved by the act of Congress of 
April 11, 1882. By this treaty each Indian 
will receive in addition to the number of 
antes specified in the act of January 3, 1887, 
an annua! amount of grazing lands. To 
illustrate: Each head of a famil 
will receive 160 acres of agricul- 
tural lands, also 160 acres of graz- 
ing lands. Indian women married to 
white men should be regarded as heads of 
families. A white husband cannot take 
allotments. In all cases where Indian 
women have been married to Indian hus- 
bands and have children born of such mar- 
riage, but have been divorced from such 
husband after the Indian custom, the 
mother should receive an allotinent of land 
as the head of a family, and should be 
allowed to select land or her children not 
under charge of the father, if competent to 
do so. The Winnebago Indians in Nebraska 
and Siletz Indians in Oregon will take their 
lands under the general act of February 8, 
1887. With this exception the instructions 
to special agents for the Winnebago and 
Siletz tribes are the same as sent to special 
Agent Howard.

The Governor of the Southern Branch 
of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soidiers — Inter- 
esting Letters.

The Board of Trade is letting no 
grass grow under its feet in its en- 
deavors to get the Soldier’s Home 
located here. The following letter has 


just been received: 


SouTHERN BRANCH NATIONAL Ho 

FOR DISABLED VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS. 

HAMPTON (Va.), July 23, 1887. 

‘A. M Lawrence, Leg., Secretary Board 
of Trade, Los Angeles, Cal.—DEAR SIR: 
In answer to inquiries contained in 
your letter of the 15th inst., I have the 
honor to state that: 

First The location of the site of this 
branch was purchased direct, by order 
of the Board of Managers, October 26, 
1870. It fronts the waters of Hampton 
roads (see photograph inclosed); it was 
originally known as the Chesapeake 
Female College property, and consisted 
of the president’s house, the main 
building (a massive brick structure 
five stories in heighth),one or two small 
outbuildings, and twenty-six acres of 
land; its cost was $59,000. 

Second—This branch now conta.ns 
(including its farm) 196 acres. } 

Third—One hundred and twenty- 
seven acres are set apart for farming 
pu es, about thirty-six acres are 
u for raising vegetables, etc., and 
thirty-three acres are taken up for 
reads, sites of buildings, and for lawns, 
flower beds and for other ornamental 
purposes. The home dead are buried 
in the Hampton, Va., National ceme- 
tery, located on the western boundary 
— separated by a wide creek. 

Fourth The home is situated a short 
mile from Phebus Station, on the 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley 
Railroad. | 

Fifth—The average number of dis- 
abled volunteer soldiers cared for 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1886, was 1600 daily; this year the 
number has increased to about 1875. 
I have forwarded (this. date) the report 
of the board of managers for 1886, and 
on page 99 will be found the total num- 
ber cared for (by years) since organiza- 
tion. The annual for 1887 has not yet 
been received. 

Sixth—The total expenditure for 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1886, was 
$198,772.99, and the estimate for 1887 
was $306,222.65; these amounts were 
paid on contracts, awarded to lowest 
responsible bidders; about 75 per cent. 
of expenditures are paid to contractors 
who live in the vicinity. 

During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1886, the total number of pensioners ; 
present was 1166, amount of pension | 
money received, $184,201.78; paid to 
families of pensioners, $22,486.93; paid te 
pensioners, $138,025.24. It is estimated 
that at least 70 per cent. of this last 
amount is disbursed by members re- 
ceiving it, in the adjacent towns of 
Hampton and Chesapeake City. 

Seventh—The main building, 40x140 
feet, with an L 40x60 feet, five 
stories in height, is built of brick, its 
original cost and additions amount to 
about $82,500. The new hospital, 
50x400 feet long, with a wing 50x230 
feet. and four-stories high, cost with 
additions about $94,508.13; at close of 
fiscal year, ending June 30, 1886, the 
estimate of amount required to com- 
plete it (made at that date) was $17,- 
090.55. Total, $111,598.68.

I 
have some larger ones, but they are 
mounted on large squares of cardboard, 
and are not suitable for mailing. 

Since 1882, the membership of this 
branch has increased rapidly, and we 
are taxed to the utmost to find quarters 
for members. This has been the main 
cause for the recent improvements, and 
as the Government recognizes its value 
as a sanitarium, new buildings are 
erected of a substantial nature.

Los ANGELES, August 1.—[To the 
Editor of THe I believe 
that there is lack of discipline 
and there is inharmony, weakness and 
inefficiency in the police force of the 
city. This will not be disputed, and 
the fact is one of grave consequence to 
the people interested. It immediately 
and deeply affects the peace, order and 
well-being of the community. Itis a 
state of things which it is the province 
and the duty of the Mayor and Police 
Commissioners to take cognizance of, 
and vigorously endeavor to correct. 

It appears that Mayor Workman 
8383 the duty imposed upon him 

18 office and by the people who 
elected him thereto, and that he is 
endeavoring to discharge that duty. 

There may be more ways than one 
of doing the same thing. The matter 
of detail is not of first consequence. 
The particular manner in which the 
city’s chief magistrate or his associates 
of the Police Commission communicate 
their instructions and orders to the force 
under their control is of less concern 
to the public than the question of im- 

g its discipline and increasing its 
efficiency. This last is a vital point 
and it is a matter that the people have 
a right to look to the heads of the force 
to ate and effect. Mayor Work- 
man spoken formal words of warn- 
ing, instructive and injunctive, to the 
men of the police force. They were 
plain words, not uttered hastily or in 
the heat of passion. They were neces- 
gary words to utter. Whether it were

them to the men directly,

practical question is: Did the Mayor 
exceed his province—were the wo 
uttered to the force unjustifiable words 
under the circumstances? To both in-

he Mayor is the chief executive officer 
of the city, the head of the police com- 
mission, principal official and the 
guardian of the city’s interests. He 
cannot ignore the vital subject of the 
police force and its efficiency, or in- 
efficiency, for which he is largely re- 
sponsible. 

Ido not think that any good officer 
would or should make haste to jump at 
the conclusion that he is insulted“ 
when his superior officer, acting in the 
line of duty, talks to him plainly of his 
duty, even when the talk is of the style 
of a Dutch uncle.“ 

The existing state of things with re- 
spect to disorder, lawlessness and crime 
in the city, is very serious. Los An- 
geles is now a large town, the center of 
attraction for the vicious elements 
from far and near. They have gathered 
here in great numbers. They are cun- 
ning, bold, desperate. They evade, 
cajole, outwit, or defy the police in 
numerous cases. Crime is frequent—too 
frequent for the good of the citizens 
and the utation of the city. A 
strong, alert, courageous, well-disci- 
plin lice force is required to cope 
with the lawless element. The force 
requires a capable head, who should be 
thoroughly 8 by his associates 
of the Police Commission and by the 
men under hlm. As far as practicable 
these men should be of his own selec- 
tion or approved by him. 

Chief of Police Skinner is acknowl- 
edged to be a man of ‘good intentions; 
but good intentions, it is said, are 
sometimes used as paving material in a 
certain nameless t sultry region. 
The vital question is, does the officer 

the nerve, determination, alert- 

ness, detective quality, and executive 
ability Onecessary in the chief of police 
of a large town filled with burglars, 
thieves, robbers, 
scoundrels. This is the question for the 
Mayer and Council te consider, and to 
consider gravely, without fear, favor 
or affection. It is the people’s com- 
mand that they so consider it.. The 
le demand a capable officer in this 
tion. If we have not such a one 
there now, the duty of the hour is 


plain. 

I do nota with Mayor Workman 
in party politics, but in the — and 
more important matter of the city’s 
true welfare I desire to support him. 
If he is seeking the removal of police 
officers on the mere ground of 2 itics, 
for the purpose of filling the places of 
Republicans with Democrats—a thing 
I am loth to believe—I am against the 
act. Butif he sincerely seeks, as he 
has premised to seek, the improve- 
ment of the force and the wel- 
fare of the city, without reference to 
party politics, I shall stand by him to 
to the last. I sustain his right to do 
his part toward enforcing discipline in 
the force and improving its efficiency 
in every legitimate way. I do not 
mean to encourage insubordination 
nor wink at inefficiency on any officers 
part, whether high or low. 

As to the immediate commander of 
of the city’s corps of peace officers— 
the Chief of Police—he should first be 
given a strong and efficient body of 
men, every one a tried and trusted offi- 
cer, if possible, and then good work 
should be demanded and exacted of 
commander and men, 1 . —— superiors, 
the Mayor and Police Commission, who 
may deal directly with the force, if so 
they choose, or by indirection in the 
form — orders given through the head 


reof. 
The great and necessary thing, risin 
in importance over all, is discipline an 
efficiency on the part of the police force. 
For the attainment of these ends the 
ple look to the Mayor and Police 
mmission, and they care little about 
ways and means, so they be lawful and 
just.

MAYOR WORKMAN. 


HE TALKS ABOUT THAT “LECT, 
URE” AND THE POLICE. 


The Difficulty of Proving Incompe- 
tence Against an Otficer—No Great 
Disagreement in the Commission— 
His Opinion of Chief Skinner. 


Mayor Workman was called upon by a 
representative of Tuk Times yesterday and 
plied with questions concerning the “lect- 
ure“ which has raised so much disturbance 
in and out of police circles within the past 
tie days. 
I first urged the Chief of polige to state 
the case to the force,“ said the Mayor, 
„and when he declined [asked Mr. Breed, 
the other member of the Commission, to do 
it. Both of them insisted that 1 should do 
it. The ‘lecture’ embodied points on which 
I supposed the Commission was practically 
agreed. We had first determined upon dis- 
charging ten members of the force, whom 
we believed to be incompetent, and then 
Chief Skinner, after thinking the matter 
over, declined to do this without giving the 
men an investigation. You know how im- 
possible it is to fix a charge of incompetency 
upon a map. For an overt act 
or a definite neglect of duty you can 
bring specific charges, but for — = 
it 18 ao larnely a matter of judgment that it 
must be left to the Commission to deter- 
mine. When the dismissal of the ten men 
was found impracticable through the 
Chief’s attitude, the lecture was reed 
upon as an alternative. It was intended to 
spur up the weak men.“ 

„Has there been much disagreement 
among the —-s of the Commission?” 

“No. e have been practically unani- 

, mous. We have got along with very little 
friction, and all have been anxious to 
mote the efficiency of the force.“ 

What is your opinion of Chief Skinner?“ 

“T think he is a thoroughly honest man, 
and a man of nerve. If he would cut loose 
from some of his advisers and act on his 
own judgment, or on the joint judgment of 
the Commission, I believe he has it in him 
to make the best Chief of Police we have 
ever had.“ 

What is the prospect of united action on 
the art of the Commission hereafter?”’

opera compan 7 or any other theatrical 
company, will readily surrender to 
their advances, and are not restrained 
by the ideas of propriety of conduct 
generally recognized by girls in good 
social standing. Now, any man who 
attempts to act on such an assumption 
will cet—well, very much left. Asa 
matter of fact, the average chorus girl 
as good and well-behaved as the 
average girl anywhere. Among a 
number of girls in any employment 
you may find some inclined to be wild, 
and I do not believe you will find any 
more such among chorus girls than you 
‘would among the same number of girls 
in other places. I am speaking now of 
such companies as we have here—the 
summer opera companies. Aside from 


their own ideas of propriety there are 


many restraints on these girls. -They 


„are watched constantly by the stage

and acting wildly she would 
right away. They Rave wo do; 
there are rehearsals to attend, besides 
the regular performances, and little 
time is left to them for a life of dissi-

Then, 
these girls generally live together in 
little or messes. If girl 
did anything improper, if she did not 
go home after the performance, the 
whole company would know it. Ifa 
girl is pretty and attractive, she re- 
ceives plenty of attention from mem- 
bers of the company; she does not have 
to pick up a fellow in the front row. 


GIRLS WHO ACT IN THE WINTER. 


„Some of the girls in the summer 


opera companies, continued the Star’s 
informant, “hold very respectable 

laces as soubrettes or in 

ramatic companies in the winter sea- 
son. Some go into the chorus for the 
purpose of accustoming themselves to 
the stage and audiences, hoping to at- 
tain a higher place in the profession. 
-It is true many men in the front row, 
vou know, imagine they have made a 
deep impression on chorus girls. Some- 
times these men send flowers to their 

irls. They are not passed up over the 
ootlights by ushers—that is not al- 
lowed—but are sent around behind 
the stage, where they are likely to be 
divide up and distributed among 
members of the company.

In New York, at theaters where 
large choruses are employed, and the 
same opera is sung, perhaps, for many 
weeks, there are doubtless cases where 
women whose lives are not irre- 
proachable secure places in the chorus 
and make their position serve «their 
purpose. 

A YOUNG MAN WITH A BAD CASE. 

“There was a case in this city re- 
cently, in fact the case still exists,“

The Sleep ot Death.

An interesting description of the 
“sleepy disease,” peculiar to Africa, is 

ven in the Journal of an African 

ruiser.“ The persons attacked by 
this malady are those who 
take little exercise and live principally 
on vegetables, particularly cassada and 
rice. Some observers ascribe it to the 
cassada, which is supposed to be 
strongly narcotic. Not improbably the 
climate has much influence, the dis- 
ease being most prevalent in low and 
marshy situations.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 


The lands of the International Company of 
Mexico comprise the fertile district known as 
the northern or upper half of the peninsula 
of Lower California. Commencing at the line 
fifteen miles south of San Diego in the Unſted 
States, near parallel north latitude, the Com- 
pears property extends southward a distance 
of 300 miles, having the Pacific Ocean upon one 
side andthe Gulf of California on the other.

Corn has been raised upon the Manéadero,near 
Ensenada, this season, where, in two months 
from the time of planting, the stalks were. 
from fourteen to eighteen feet in height.

wheat, barley and all the cereals can be raised 
here, as can the sugar cane, tobacco, cotton, 
grapes, Orunges. figs, banauas, Himes. pome- 
granates, cocoanuts, pineapples, lemons.

pear of the temperate zonc.. 

On the hillsides there is rood grazing for 
horses, cattle, sheepand goats the entire year, 
and the caũons are timbered with liveoaks. 

The eucalyptus t of Lower California 
grows a height of forty feet in three 

ears from the seed. ‘The orange on the lower 
alf of the peninsula. originally transplanted 
from Spain, is finer than the celebra navel. 
It is estimated that pineapples will give a 
profit of per acre, 
e pampas grass,the feathery plumes of 
which in Eastern cities for 50 cents each, 
are cOmmon ornaments of the dooryard. 


RAINFALL. 


Rain falls gently and evenly during the 
night and is not accompanied with high winds 
and vivid in countries further 
north. The fall last year, to date of March 
15th, was twenty-one inches.

You are 
here on the 2d parallel, beyond the reach of 
the severe winters of northern latitudes. You 
have a great capital in your climate.
